The mind, of course, is the key instrument. It works in conjunctidiz] 
with your self-confidence to make you either happy and healthy, ar 
unhappy and unhealthy. If you are continually forced or pressured into" 
doing something that you think will make other people laugh at you or 
dislike you, you could get ulcers. Intense stress causes the body to release” 
strong acids into the stomach. The acids are so powerful that they burn 
away some of the tissue that lines the stomach and protects it. Therefore, 
when foods th citrus juices, liquor) 
the stomach becomes irritated and burns like the dickens, since there is 
no lining to protect it. 

Most highly-stressed people are also highly-insecure. I mean that 
people who have a lot of stress are often scared, unsure of themselves, 
worriers, nervous, shy, tense and insecure. Everyone experiences these 
things to some degree, sometimes. Insecure people experience it often. 
If we could put stress into a nutshell of knowledge, we could say: 

1) Your mind/imagination is the key to stress, If you think negative 
thoughts, you feel stress. 

2) The way that you think about yourself determines how you feel. 
Ifyouare confident, you feel good. If you lack confidence, you regularly 
experience tension. 

3) Your basic personality developed before you were two years old. 
If you fear heights, you learned this fear before you were two, and you 
probably learned it from your parents. Parents often pass on their fears 
to their children. 

4) Some peopl ible th . Thus, peopl 
become worried more quickly than others. John might have a small 
amount of concern about a test. Robert might become upset and start 
crying about the same test. Alfred might faint at the mere thought of 
having to take a test. Actually, highly-suggestible people are usually 
very creative and kind, , easily hurt and 
about what other people think about them. They simply cannot control 
their thoughts. 

No one was born with stress, buteveryone has it. Some stress is good 
because it can motivate you to succeed, If you have a large amount of 
stress that makes it difficult or impossible for you to perform your daily 
functions, you have bad stress, You have distress. 

This distress could be the cause of skin rashes, unexplained moles, 
sores, high-blood pressure, sleepless nights, uncoittróllable crying, loss 
of appetite, think 
that stress is the major cause of cancer and other kinds of diseases.

Jesse Jackson, the Shadow 
Senator from Washington D.C., 
told a packed room of Essex 
County Collegestudents, "many 
have come to loose sight of what 

{ ће 'I Have A Dream’ speech 
meant. A big part of it was as- 
serting your right to vote, and 
Participating in the system in 
order to change it.” 

He told students "Just 29 
years ago there were laws of 
apartheid in this country. (When 
traveling in some parts of the 
country) we had to stop behind 
trees and road signs to relieve 


He continued, "We could not 
rent a single bed in a motel in 
which to sleep 29 years ago.” 

Jackson went оп to speak 
about the struggle.to gain the 
vote, "SchwerneryGoodman and 
Chaney, a Jew and two blacks, 
were found buried in a ditch 29 


years ago for your right to vote. 
For your right to vote Viola 
Luzzo, a white woman, came to 
Alabama alone, and had her 
brains blown out." 

"Surely we who live here in 
Newark must use our right to 
vote in Ameri to change it, 
Jackson explained. "Because of 
the right to vote, after Novem- 
ber third they'll be four new 
black Congresspersons includ- 
ing your own Donald Payne." 

Jackson went on to say 
"Whether white, black or brown 
poverty hurts. Most impover- 
ished are poor, white and single 
mothers. Poverty does not dis- 
criminate." 

"When the lights go, out 
we're all the same," he said. 
"Dark, light, wrong, right it's 
time for a change." 

Jackson said, the Bush ad- 
ministration decries the loss of 
American jobs to foreign mar-

“I will find you. No matter what it takes," 
the strapping long-maned hero says reso- 
lutely before leaping into the waterfall. The 
music swells, he gave a final steel y-eyed look, 
then takes a superhuman plunge that would 
mean certain death for a lesser mortal. 

No, it's not Sylvester Stallone in Rambo 
4." 108 Daniel Day-Lewis in a scene from 
“The Last of the Mohicans,” the adaptation 
of James Fenimore Cooper’s classic tale. Any 
confusion, though, is understandable. 

Set in the American frontier in 1757, the 
third year of the Seven Years War between 
England and France and each side’s Native 
American allies, Michael Mann’s movie is 
brutal but simplistic. Though picturesque and 
sumptuously photographed by Dante Spinotti, 
it fails to make us care about the characters. 

Mann specializes in stories about border- 
line psychos, The protagonists in “Thief” 
(1981) and “Manhunter” (1986) are certainly 
that, while the “Miami Vice" TV series fol- 
Jowed the exploits of two cops who encounter 


more than their share of nut cases. 
By contrast, Hawkeye, the hero of “The 
Last of the Mohicans," operates with a full

deck, He's the adopted son of the Mohican 
Chingachgook (Russell Means) whose fate 
becomes intertwined with the daughter of an 
English office (Madeleine Stowe) and the 
vicious Huron warcaptain Марча (Wes Studi). 

Unfortunately, even by today’ ssubpar screen 
writing standards, Hawkeyeissketchily drawn. 
He’s the sort of one-dimensional hero associ- 
ated with Saturday cartoons. The factthathe’s 
not unhinged the way Mann’s other charac- 
ters are may explain why the director never 
gets into his head. He’s too normal a guy for 
Mann’s downbeat sensibilities. 

The story lurches along and gathers mo- 
mentum only when it becomes a revenge 
melodrama. This in unfortunate, because 
Cooper's novel is rich in modern applica- 
tions. The subtext of genocide and racism 
could have made for a provocative allegory 
with parallels to today’s headlines, but it 
never emerges as a force in the movie. Why 
Mann decided tore-film the story (previously 
adapted in 1936) without contemporizing itis 
а mystery. 

Only in the violent scenes, always Mann’s 
strong point, does the movie come to Ше. 


Aided by Trevor Jones and Randy Edelman’ s 
lush score, Mann provides a memorable cli- 
max atop a rocky ridge. It’s bloodier than 
anything ever seen ina big-screen frontier tale 
and hammers home the concept that despite 
our idealized notions of what the world may 
have been like 200 years ago, people were as 
violent then as they are today. The only 
difference is that in 1757 one man couldn’t 
always kill another without bloodying his 
hands. Day-Lewis, a brilliant actor who won 
the Academy Award for his performance in 
“My Left Foot,” is instantly forgettable as 
Hawkeye. He tries to act rough and tumble, 
but he’s miscast. His classic well-groomed 
looks don't mesh with the rugged require- 
ments of the role. 

It's hard to tell if the other actors are giving 
good orbad performances because they haven't 
much to play. The stodgy, anachronistic dia- 
logue doesn’t help. 

“The Last of the Mohicans” is epic in scope 
but slight in characterizations. The literary 
fineries of other recent novel adaptations like 
"Howard'sEnd" are nowhere to be found. All 


in all, it's as subtle as a tomahawk chop. Daniel Day-Lewis is Hawkeye in “Mohicans” 


ONE FALSE MO 


From the omnibus opening shot of a car 
rumbling to a halt, to the haunting fadeout, 
Carl Franklin's "One False Move" is any- 
thing but your typical police movie. 

Buming across the screen like battery acid, 
this in-your-face neo-film noir is a brilliant 
original, a triumph of superlative writing and 
ensemble acting, and a stunning directorial 
debut for former actor Carl Franklin. 

Itstarts like so many police movies do. Ray 
(Billy Bob Thornton, who co-wrote the script 
with Tom Epperson), a white-trash Arkansan 
with hair-triggeremotions, and Pluto(Michael 
Beach), an urban black with a 150 IQ and an 
icy-cold ruthlessness, invade a home in Los 
Angeles in search of a cachet of cocaine and 
drug money. Accompanied by Ray's mulatta 
girlfriend Fantasia (Cynda Williams), who 
wants no part of their brutal ways, they 
murdereveryone in sight as well as some folks 
next door. 

What separates this sequence from similar 
ones in other movies is the bracing realism 
with which Franklin films it. Murder is an 
ugly business, and for the first time in many 
amoon, we have a movie that shows just how 
ugly it is. 

Franklin makes you empathize with the 
victims asthemen tormentandkill them. Ray 


pillow caseovera woman's headand stabs her 
as she shrieks through the cloth. 

Later, in an equally wrenching sequence, 
the killers fear they’ve been found out by a 
Texan patrolman. As the two sides play cat- 
and-mouse on the highway, Franklin extends 
the scene longer than you'd think possible, 
building the suspense to the breaking point.

VE estores your faith in American cinema

keeps the movie flip-flopping between the two 
parallel plot threads. When all the players 
finally converge on an isolated home in the 
Arkansan backwoods, the climax is more 
explosive and affecting than anything Гуе 
seen on the screen this year. 

Not least among the movie’s attributes is 
the way itrefusesto simplify. Daleisthe good- 
hearted nominal hero, but he’s guilty of a 
serious faux pas. And it is this blunder that 
givesthe finaleits surprising emotional power. 
I say surprising because it’s rare that a police 
film makes you care so intensely about a 
character. Butthen Fantasia, sympathetically 
played by Williams, is equally moving. 

Without dismissing the idea that racial 
division breeds violence, “One False Move” 
boldly suggests that associations between 
blacks and whitescan be explosive even when 
the two parties are not at odds. This is 
obviously the case with Ray and Pluto, part- 
ners in crime and two of the most terrifying 
villains in recent screen history, but it also 
applies to an affecting relationship that's dis- 
closed only later. This latter relationship, in 
fact, is what sets the final confrontation in 
motion. Franklin makes you feel this sad truth 
with subtle, rueful poignancy. 

“One False Move” is one of the best movies

Drason try and remake Jungle Fever with teen- 
agers in Detroit of all places? That's what most 
everyone would like to also ask producer Oliver 
Stone, and his new "gem from the Sundance Film 
Festival," Zebrahead attempts to do just that. 
Unfortunately, surprise, it doesn't succeed. 


Aside from the stiff, one 
dimensional performances 
from the leads, aside from 
the fact that the just plain 
badly written script could 
have taken place anywhere 
rather than a black Detroit 
high school, aside from the 
fact that subjects pertinent 
and important to teens such 
as sex, ecology and sub- 
stance abuse are blatantly glazed over, the film is just 
too long. After two hours of a storyline that was 
predictable and riddled with all too-familiar clichés, 1 
was bored. 

When Spike Lee grappled with the proper way to 
tell his story from a universal viewpoint, even he had 
problems. Spike didn't, however, ignore factors that 
have to be addressed in any story about interracial 
affairs. One that come to mind immediately is geog- 
raphy. Zebrahead tries too hard to appeal to a black 
market by having it's female lead, Nikki (played by 
N'Bushe Wright) come from East New York, Brook- 
lyn. Aside from her non descript portrayal, the char- 
acter possesses none of the real qualities of a 
streetwise (not necessarily hard) young woman from 
that tough section of town. The move to Detroit could 
have been to anywhere, we get no real feel for the 
town oruniqueness about it's black and white issues. 
What we are given, for example, is a weird taste ofthe 
ecological environment that goes nowhere. 

Reality and balance aretwo important factors also 
missing from this production. It's difficult to believe or 
even like any of the characters, let alone think about

whatever message of black and white together the 
writer is trying to convey, when none ofthe characters 
have developed personalities enough to like or dis- 
like.

hungry, clichéd and rivaling black exploitation films of 
the 70's. Even her style of dress suggests the same. 
Nikki, in comparison is shown as given no direction, 
and shifts in behavior between a confused, emotional 
teen and a headstrong eclectic valley girl dressed in 
Chuck Taylors. 

In comparison Zach, the lead, lives with his fa- 
ther—played by veteran Ray Sharkey (his mother 
explained as dead) in what looks like a typical bach- 
elors pad. Unwashed dishes, and garbage are left 
unchecked, as his father, a failing record store owner, 
gives constant lectures to his one on how to seduce 
women and the beauty of music. From this we derive 
the son is a chip off the old black—he spends his 
sparetime cruising and DJing after school, defending 
his love of music with his best black friend, Dee 
(Deshonn Castle). Teen infatuation aside, the char- 
acter makes us scrutinize his real intentions when he 
asks Dee (also Nikki's cousin) if it's “ok” to date her. 

By comparison, the supporting cast is infinitely 
more interesting, but doesn't begin to fix what's 
wrong with the production. Nut (portrayed by Ron 
Johnson) the local black hood and his sidekick, high 


topped and hooded, provide glimmers of realism in 
the unfortunate negative. Two Muslim brothers are 
ridiculed throughout the film by schoolmates for con- 
sent speeches of how the interracial couples are 
doomed, and should leave each other alone. Aside 
from their ridiculous outbursts, at inappropriatetimes, 
the message they convey is realistic and strong. 

What is depressing and dangerous about the film 
is that itis a highly publicized, 
incorrect idea of what inner 
city youth behave like when 
faced with this type if situa- 
tion. Oliver Stone and pro- 
duction crew seem to have 
noconception of what today’s 
youth are about, regardless 
of the situation given. 

What could have saved 
this film, perhaps a revamp- 
ing either from the white or Black perspective, is 
compounded by it’s lack of research, character de- 
velopment and budget. The school scenes in this film 
contain a maximum of 50 kids in any given take with 
no prior violent incidents occurring in the school 
spoken about, yet security cameras flank the halls 
and strict administrators harshly berate late students. 
The “Black funeral” scene is produced in a stagy, 
southern stereotypical style. “The White party"scene 
where Nikki overhears racial comments an out her 
sexual prowess from her boyfriend Zach and his 
white male friends is forgotten within days by her and 
her friends she has confided in. 

If you can, bypass the flick and go directly to your 
local record store to check out the soundtrack. MC 
Serch, the music consultant and also performer ("Puff 
The Head") on this upbeat and interesting collection 
has amassed a crossection of talent from rap to R&B.

I'm referring to comedy agents. 

Chris MacNeill has been a "live perfor- 
mance" comedy agent for almost half of his 45 
years. A funny man in his own right, he has 
represented Jay Leno, Jerry Seinfeld, Damon 
Wayans, and Yakhov Smirnoff, to name a few. 

MacNeill believes in comedy. “Н makes 
people laugh."he says, and "the way our 
economy is today, people need all the laughter 
they can get." 

MacNeill began his career as a musician in 
a dixieland and jazz band, but a fraternity 
brother leaned on him hard the idea that he 
could make more money as an agent. 
MacNeill balked at the suggestion at first, but 
eventually he realized his friend was right: he 
could make more money. 

He started out representing magicians, 
jugglers, and any and everything that was 
supposedly entertaining. He finally settled on 
comedians, and has never regretted it. "Of 
course," he says, "I have wanted to quit a 
number of times, but as you can see, l'm still 
here." 

After 20 years in the business, MacNeill is 
an authority in the comeuy field. He says even 
if he doesn't like a comedy routine or the type 
of humor being displayed, he lets the audience

This is probably its most critical function since laughter seems to relieve stress and some-times, 
for only a brief second, can renew the spirit. There is also the economics of comedy since it serves 
as a livelihood for a growing number of would-be comics.Today, comedy provides the launching 
pad for various successful business ventures. Of course comedy is where you find it, but there are 
those who do a wonderful job making us realize how funny situations can be, and there are those

Since | don't have time 
to get around to all the acts that want me to 
see them, | have to judge a prospective talent 
on his tape." 

Chris MacNeill originally went into the 
comedy business to make loads of money but 
says he is not monetarily rich. "Rich, to me, 
means paying my bills on time and being able 
to take care of my family's needs." 

He adds with a smile, "I just want my

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CROSSROADS 


-NO DREAMS DEFERRED 


by Stephen D. Coleman 


“The purpose of any crossroads is to bring 
people together." So says Ricardo Khan, co- 
founder, producer, and artistic director of the 
Crossroads Theatre Company in New 
Brunswick, New Jersey. The fifteenth season 
of this, the largest black theatre in the country, 
features cutting edge work by both estab- 
lished and emerging artists, and on Novem- 
ber 22, a special benefit performance by 
Grammy-winning New Jersey native Dionne 
Warwick. But this dynamic organization has 
weathered many storms enroute to its current 
status as а well-supported, internationally 
acclaimed African American force forchange. 

Empowered by the Black Consciousness 
Movement of the late 1960s and early 1970s, 
Khan and Lee Richardson founded the com- 
pany after graduating college in 1978, con- 
vinced that they could have an enduring 
impact on Black theatre without resorting to 
stereotypes. 

Crossroads began under the auspices of the 
Middlesex Arts Council and the George St. 
Playhouse. Its early seasons consisted exclu- 
sively of revivals, like Ossie Davis’ Purlie. So 
devoted were they to their dream, that in the 
early years they endured heatless winters (in 
a space that was formerly a garment factory), 
unmet payrolls, and virtually non-existent 
audiences. Khan remembers literally bring- 
ing people in off the street to see shows. So 
challenging was staying alive during that 
time, that an eleventh hour grant was all that 
separated Crossroads from oblivion. 

Soon, they felt the need to be independent 
and two years after opening, were able to 
declare that independence. “Art has never 
beenart forart’s sake (for blacks), its been part 
of a political and social revolution,” Khan 
offers. Crossroads’ regional acclaim began to 
growas they presented work that “‘challenged” 
as opposed to merely entertained audiences. 
This was most clearly manifested in the pro- 
duction of George C. Wolfe’s “The Colored 
Museum” (which five other companies ге- 
jected), a biting satire on black culture that 
catapulted Crossroads to international ac- 
claim. The play had successful runs in New 
York and London, toured the U.S., and was 
presented as an African American Heritage 
Month special on PBS. 

Crossroads refused to “compete” with the 
success of “The Colored Museum” but Khan 
allows that “you have to sometime soon match 
or go beyond that to justify your existence 
since that time...wedon’t want to beresting on 
our laurels.” 

Hardly. In the wake of the international 
success of “The Colored Museum", Cross- 
roads productions almost routinely moved to 
New York, including Wolfe’s“Spunk”, Leslie 
Lee’s “Black Eagles,” and “Sheila’s Day” by 
Duma Ndlovu and Mbongeni Ngema 
(“Sarafina”). At one point in 1990, Cross- 
roads had no less than five plays running 
simultaneously throughout the country! 

“Black Eagles,” the tale of our country’s 
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first Black pilots-The Tuskegee Airmen— 
was especially commissioned for Crossroads. 
(former?) President Bush and Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff Gen. Colin Powell 
praised the show when it played D.C. and the 
cast was invited tothe White House’ “Sheila’s 
Day” was literally an African-American pro- 
duction, what with its U.S. and South African 
company. Last year Khan and Associate 
Producer L. Kenneth Johnson participated in 
a cultural exchange that took them to South 
Africa and Zimbabwe. 


mandate over the years to "professionalize" 
the company. 

Another is through its Associate Artists 
Program, which was designed to provide a 
home for “highly recognized artists of color". 
Itcurrently includes Denise Nicholas (whose 
playwriting debut, “Buses” premiered here), 
Avery Brooks, Ngema, Lee, and Wolfe. “It 
allows you to nurture theextraordinary dream". 
That nurturing is further supported by the 
Ford Foundation and the Geraldine R. Dodge 
Foundation, which recently provided Cross-

This year, Khan and Ngema announced 
the collaboration between Crossroads and 
Ngema's nine-year-old Committed Artists. 
That organization was founded in 
Johannesburg, South Africa to prepare South 
African performers forcareers in theatre. The 
stage and film versions of “Sarafina” are two 
examples of their success. Crossroads will 
serve as Committed Artists’ stateside base 
and enable them to more easily present work 
in the U.S. Khan cautions that Committed 
Artists will not be visitors, but rather, family, 
"(they) will come to Crossroads as if it's their 
home." The two organizations are currently 
developing a musical based on a "fantasy" 
visitby Muhammad Alito South Africaonthe 
impending "Liberation Day." The Champ 
himself has met with Khan and Ngema and 
will be an active participant in the show's 
development. 

"We've had to become a world theatre in 
order to come into our true own," Khan 
reminds. In fact, Crossroads productions 
have thrilled audiences in Canada and 
throughout the Caribbean. This is just one 
example of how Crossroads has fulfilled its 
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roads with a six -figure grant that will allow 
them to continue to develop new writers and 
new work. 

Growing support from foundations and an 
expanding, mostly black subscriber base 
(3000+ at last count) combined with the 
inevitable desire to expand their artistic hori- 
zons facilitated Crossroads’ 1991 move intoa 
new $4 million facility іп the New Brunswick 
Cultural Center, The new space features a 
larger stage which can accommodate bigger 
productions, twice as many seats as the old 
space, larger rehearsal space, and access for 
the disabled. Their new neighbors include the 
George St. Playhouse, the State Theatre, 
Rutgers’ radio and television and The Mason 
Gross School of the Arts, Khan’s alma mater. 

Their premiere season in the new space 
was not without its challenges, however. 
Though relatively solvent, the company is 
still "struggling to stay on course,” And 
despite continuing support from audiences, 
foundations, and critics, Khan admits it was 
“harder to protect who we are” in view of the 
logistical and technical pressures of moving 
in. He further asserts that the energy required 
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to acclimate to the new space “pulled focus 
away from what we'd worked for so many 
years, As an artist, I was not prepared for this 
environment." In spite of their hard-won 
ability to better serve. the Crossroads family 
felt, “the new space lacked personality. It will 
take us the year to imbue it with personality." 

But the company met these and other chal- 
lenges head on, sometimes in small but pro- 
found ways: they use lamps instead of flores- 
cent lights, for example. Khan proudly ex- 
plains thatthey have now “claimed the space" 
which he offers is now a "home rather than 
(just) a new building." 

This season that home will showcase the 
work of women authors. This is hardly virgin 
territory for Crossroads, however. Their 
women's writing collective, headed by Direc- 
tor of Play Development Sydne'' Mahon, has 
existed for a number of years and helped 
develop the talents of a variety of women 
artists. 

In fact, with the exception of William 
Hanley's"Slow Danceonthe Killing Ground" 
which opened the season on October 11, 
Crossroads’ entire 92-93 season features 
womenauthors. They include Ntozake Shange 
and Emily Mann's"Betsey Brown: A Rhythm 
and Blues Musical," (November 29), and 
world premieres of Ruby Dee's adaptation of 
"The Disappearance" (January 17), and 
Kathleen McGhee-Anderson's “Mothers,” 
directed by Shirley Jo Finney, (March 7). 

But developing new voices in the theatre is 
partand parcel of Crossroads' mandate. Dur- 
ing its lifetime, the company has presented 
over two dozen premieres, Its Genesis pro- 
gram takes the work of established andemerg- 
ing writers and develops it—often for 
mainstage production, “We take major risks 
in Genesis,” Khan says, “it’s a celebration of 
new voices and new ideas." Even Genesis 
submissions that Crossroads can’t produce 
are formally evaluated, sometime recom- 
mended to other theatres, and, in some cases, 
recommended for publication. McGhee- 
Anderson's “Oak & Ivy,” one of last season's 
mainstage productions was born in Genesis. 

Khan asserts that the new season is “forour 
youth." The common thread in each piece is 
youth issues.” He insists that our society is 
farther apart than ever before and we must 
“promote” coming together to bring society 
forward by confronting today's issues." 

Khan and Company practice what they 
preach. Last year they introduced Cross- 
roads' African American College Initiative 
Program (AACIP), which helped Crossroads 
establish relationships with 7 Black or mostly 
Black colleges and universities. AACIP's 
components include faulty exchanges, work- 
shops, and performances and internships/ 
apprenticeships. 

This investment in youth is par for the 
course for Crossroads. Khan sums it up best: 
“All we do is for the next generation."

Liberators -Fighting on Two Fronts in World War II 


For those who witnessed the horrors of the 
Holocaust, forgetting has never been easy. Espe- 
cially when you played a key role in world history 
and were never credited for your heroism. For 
members of the 76st tank battalion, the all-black 
squadron who fought in World War Il and more 
importantly liberated the concentration camps at 
Dacchau, Buchenwald and Lambach, this has been 
their story. But thanks to filmmaker William Miles, 
president of Miles Educational Films and producer 
Nina Rosenblum, president of Daedalus Produc- 
tions the film, Liberators: Fighting on Two Fronts in 
World War II will finally tell the untold story. “We 
have no idea where our history was connected," 
says Miles. "I'd like people to know it happened and 
these are the people who made it happen." 


Miles is the only African-American independent 
producer based at WNET/Thirteen in New York and 
has been committed to African-American history. 
He has produced and directed several award 
winning public television documentaries. His credits 
include / Remember Harlem, Men of Bronze, Black 
Champions and The Different Drummer: Blacks in 
the Military. With this film he continues his commit- 
ment to AfricanAmerican history. In 1982 Miles 
traveled to Europe with members of the 761st tank 
battalion who were being honored in France and 
started research for this ten-year project. He 
conducted interviews, searched archival footage, 
military records, the Buchenwald archive and the 
Potsdam archive in East Germany to find evidence

to support the film. “The documentation of them 
being in the camp was almost nil," Miles said. "We 
went to the U.S. Holocaust Museum and we found 
ten photographs with black soldiers in the shots." 


Many black soldiers serving in World War 1! 
faced life in a segregated army where they were 
relegated to duties as cooks, orderlies or mess

persons. It was because the American anny 
sustained heavy losses at Omaha Beach in 1944 
that General Patton utilized the men of the 76151 
tank battalion. 


Many of the accounts seen in The Liberators will 
depict history that was omitted from the history 
books. Through personal photographs, interviews 
with death camp soldiers and Holocaust survivors 
the film visits the scenes of the battle and the 
liberation. The 90-minute film is narrated by Denzel 
Washington and features readings of diary excerpts 
by actor Louis Gosset, Jr. Even though the film 


‘took ten years to make Miles says that it is needed 


today. "If | did this project four or five years ago it 
probably wouldn't have the same meaning as it 
does today." During the span of 45 years since 
W.W.II, blacks have achieved success since the 
days of segregation the soldiers faced in the army 
and after returning home. "There was progress but 
if you don't hang on to it you will lose it," Miles 
says. "The way to do that is to continue having 
spats between groups of people." Today African 
American and Jewish relations are in a state of 
disarray and racism continues to rise, 


The Liberators, which will premiere on Wednes- 
day November 11, at 9. p.m. will show the deep 
rooted history of two despised minorities who came 
together in the ashes of the Holocaust. Miles said “1 
want people to see the common bond both groups 
share."

API Exclusive Auto Quest 


W... do car buyers want? American car manufacturers are 
anxiously searching for answers to this question. The battle 
between American and foreign automakers has stimulated 
new aggressive strategies on everything from features to 
financing, from styling to sticker prices. 


The increase in competition has changed the thinking at all levels of the auto 
industry. America's changing demography means that the needs of car buyers 
today are vastly different from ten and twenty years ago. This fact effects not 
only the decision-makers in Detroit and Japan, but the salesperson in local 


The buying habits, tastes, finances and other elements that influence consumers’ 
decicions need to be better understood by the entire industry if it's going to have 
any hope of attracting the consumers of today and tomorrow. African Ameri- 
can consumers represent a very significant segment of the nation's car buyers. 
The numbers on what they spend annually confirm this: 


$12.6 billion E Spent for new trucks 


$1.3 billion 


Very little, however, has been done through re- 
search to learn more about how African Ameri- 
cans and other consumers differ in their car 
purchases. That is why API developed Auto- 
quest '92, a survey of its readers on what they're 
looking for in their next new car. 


The results showed how wrong assumptions can 
be when trying to guess what African Americans 
consider important in a new car buy. They, like 
the rest of the general population, are interested in 
alltypes of vehicles; four-by-four's, recreational, 
imports, luxury models, sports cars and practical 
family transportation. 


What matters most 


We asked our readers to rank each ofthe follow- 
ing items in order of the importance it played in 
deciding on a new car purchase: price, make and 
model, fuel efficiency, financing, style, warranty, 
leasing package, and saftey features. 


It's not surprising that price was the most impor- 
tant consideration for 5496 of those readers re- 
sponding to the survey. Less predictable, per- 
haps, was 1596 of the readers who said that a ve- 
hicle's saftey features were their first concern. 


Laverne Corbin of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania is 
presently leasing a 1992 Pontiac Grand Am, but 
she said she's in the market for a 1993 car. “I’m 
going to buy the next one," said the singer and 
aspiring actress. “It’s like the song says; God 
bless the child that's got her own." 


Corbin, who is single and the mother ofa 13-year- 
old, was one of the respondants who checked 
safety options as the most significant feature of a 
car. “The cost of it is not as important as your life. 
I'd rather pay for something that has as many 
safety features as possible. When ever I go shop- 
ping for anything I look for quality first, then 1 
look at the price." 


The percentage of those concerned about safety 
nearly tied with the 14% who listed the make and 
model of their next car as the most influential 
factor. 


While pricing was the top priority with most 
readers, financing wasatop concern with only 4% 
percent of respondents. The availability ofa leas- 
ing package was of concern to only 2%. This 
suggests that touting safety to potential Black 
buyers is perhaps a better selling strategy than 
trying to simply offer rebates and low monthly 
payments. 


API’s readers are on the move, and many of them 


- are getting where they're going as the owners of 


late model vehicles. Forty-six percent drive cars 
that are three- to seven-years-old. Twenty-two 
percent own cars that are no more than two-years- 
old. Ofthose answering the survey, 74% presently 
own automobiles. 


Domestic models were overwhemingly preferred 
to imports by a margin of three-to-one. Seventy- 
two percent drive American-madevehicles and 
2896 own cars made by Japanese, German and 


other foreign manufacturers. 


Some readers, however. simply favor the imports. 
Harvey Moore of the Bronx, New York owns à 
1985 Nissan Maxima, but he's ready for a newer 
vehicle. He has his eye on a 1993 Acura Legend, 
but said he might end up with a Ford Explorer. 
“Where I’m living right now is not the best place 
to own a Legend." He hasn't given up on owning 
the luxury import; he's planning to move instead. 


Differences by incomes 


There were interesting statistics to be found in 
examining the respondants according to their 
household incomes. The largest group was housc- 
holds whose income is $30,000 - $49,000. This 
group was one-third of all those answering the 
survey, and three-quarters of these same housc- 
holds own at least one vehicle. They were also the 
largest group of those who said they are planning 
to buy a new car in the next six months, Thirty- 
eight percent said they were planning such a pur- 
chase. 


Among all respondants, the same number of read- 
ers (3896) were considering buying a new car. 
This figure is even more surprising considering 
the high pecentage of late-model car owners. 
Virtually all of the households whose annual in- 
comes are $50,000 and higher are present car 
owners, and one third of them are planning to 
make a new car buy in the near future. 


The consumer speaks 


The most interesting answers to our survey came 
from follow-up interviews with respondants. It 
was clear from these discussions just how per- 
sonal a matter car ownership is for most buyers. 
And the reasons behind each buy can be as diverse 
as the number of car owners. After talking with 
some readers, we believe that we can say with 
certainty that there's a story behind every car sold. 


Earl Glaze of Houston, Texas wrote that he wasn't 
planning to buy a new car in six months. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, he hadn't even planned to buy the new 
1992 Chevy Silverado he now owns. *My wife 
bought it for me." said Glaze. *My old pick-up 
truck needed to be repaired, and was going to just 
rentacar while it was in the shop." Mrs. Glaze told 
him that it was time he got something new, and 
that since he didn't want to spend the money for 
one, she would buy it because “һе deserved it." 


Glaze, who drives about 100 miles a day in his job 
with the Houston school district, said that his wife 
seldom drives, “but it was her decisionto get it and 
I'm glad she did."
